OF THINGS TO COME 
W H E T H E R S E E N a s a rainbow or a 
cloud no bigger than a m a n s hand, that 
thing on the autom otive horizon is clearly 
the gas turbine. 


Progress in its development, announced 
or ack nowledged in the last few ddy s by 
each of the Big Three com panies, tells the 
story . The race to be first on the road with 
the new power plant is getting hot. 


Solution of technical problem s still baf­ 
fling the designers m a y lie y ears ahead. 
But the gas turbine car is coming. Of this 
no one seem s surer than those now lavish­ 
ing time, ingenuity and m oney on its de­ 
velopment. 
What will it m e an? The turb ine ’s flex - 
bilitv, simple m a intena nce and freedom 
from cold w e a the r troubles prom ise new 
delights for the motorist. But these rain­ 
bow aspects c a rry with the m the certainty 
that every piston-engine c a r still in use will 
at once becom e obsolescent. The dim inu­ 
tive com pactness of the turbine could of it­ 
self accom plish this by m ak ing possible 
and doubtless prom pting radical changes 
in car sty ling. 
It seem s lik ely to be the m ost revolution­ 
ary thing to happen to the autom otive in­ 
dustry since the break ing of the Selden pat­ 
ent. F ro m top to bottom, fro m the factory 
to the service garage, it will unsettle old 
established way s. 
How unsettling this m ight be would de­ 
pend of course on w hether the change is 
abrupt* or gradual. Right now, the c o m ­ 
petitive fervor in the engineering la b o ra­ 
tories suggests an ab rupt introduction of 
the finished product. However, cost m a y 
be a big factor. 
Lik e fuel injection, the turbine m a y b e ­ 
come available at first only in higher pric­ 
ed cars. If so—distant as the day m a y still 
b e—it is perhaps just as well. 


JU STIC E ON H E R HEAD 
JUSTICE, 
the traditionalv blindfolded 
goddess who holds a sword in one hand 
and a set of scales in the other, not only is 
blind but also stands on her head in Ok la­ 
homa, according to news dispatches from 
the Sooner state. 
It seem s the state has a law which r e ­ 
quires judges to postpone hearings of d e­ 
fendants in crim inal trials whose law y ers 
a re at the time engaged in legislative de­ 
liberations. The intent of the law w as to 
safeguard the fees of law y ers who also 
happen to be la w m ak ers. 
But w hat happens—and has been ha p­ 
pening m ore frequently lately — is that 
when a defendant is scheduled 
for trial 
during a legislative session and has 
the 
price, he hunts up 
a legislator to represent 
him. This assures him a delay of week s or 
m onths. 
The law is in the news because J e n k 
Craig, Governor G a r y ’s ex ecutive secre­ 
ta ry , and F ra nk Easley , suspended e m e r ­ 
gency relief director, both accused in elec­ 
tion scandals, have hired legislators as a t ­ 
torney s. 
This law leads to some 
strange 
situa­ 
tions. In one case a few w eek s ago where 
the defendants used this m ethod to have 
their trial delay ed, the w om an victim of 
their alleged sadistic beating had to re­ 
m a in in jail as a m aterial witness. 
All of which points up the strange web 
that legislators weave when they try to 
protect a small group of individuals — in 
this case the law y ers am ong their o w n 
m e m b e r s —instead of being concerned with 
the general good. 


NO O N E D O ES AN Y TH IN G 
T H E R E IS A clam o r about the recent in­ 
cre a se of petroleum prices resulting in an 
a ve ra ge one-cent a gallon hik e for gasoline 
and higher charges for other petroleum 
products.

The A m erican Scenic and 
Historic P r e s e rva tio n Society is now en­ 
gaged in c o m m e m o ra ting the two hun­ 
dredth a nnive rsa ry of Alex ander Hamilton 
, by raising funds to restore his home. The 
G range, w hich stood on what is now Kings- 
bridge Road in New York City . It is a noble 
task . 
In these d ay s when we hear so m uch 
about y outh m o ve m ents, it m a y be inter­ 
esting to k now that at 19 , A lex ander H a m ­ 
ilton w as W ashington’s aid-de-camp with 
the rank of lieutenant-colonel and tha t at 
23, he w a s a fighting general. When 
the 
R evolutionary W ar w a s over, he 
studied 
law for six m onths and w as ad m itted to 
the Bar and b e c a m e one of the leading 
law y ers in the Nation and S ecretary of the 
T re a sury in W ashington’s Cabinet. 
K ingsbridge Road rn New York City is 
now a crow ded a r e a but Hamilton bought 
a f a r m the re in 1800 and, in his day , it w as 
a wooded hill overlook ing the Hudson Riv­ 
er. It w as a f a rm far out of town but suf­ 
ficiently ne a r for a ride on a horse or in a 
horse-draw n c a rria ge to the courts in New 
York . The house, designed by the leading 
architect of the day . John McComb, still 
stands although it is squeezed between two 
tall buildings. It is surprising how m uch of 
the original rem ains. 
I he plan is to m ove the historic building 
about IO block s on to property now owned 
by the City of N ew York and then to r e ­ 
store it to its original condition. It is in­ 
deed fo rtunate tha t as the city developed, 
The G range w as not torn down to m a k e 
room for a tenem ent. The reason w as tha t 
in 1889 . it w as bought by St. L uk e ’s P r o t­ 
estant Episcopal C hurch which used it as a 
te m po ra ry chapel while a 
new church 
building w a s being erected. 
Then when it w as in danger of being d e ­ 
stroy ed. G eorge F. B ak er and J. P. M or­ 
gan purchased the property and entrusted 
it to the A m e ric a n Scenic and Historic 
P re se rva tio n Society . 
When I w as a sm all boy in New York , I 
belonged to a City History Club and 
we 
used to go on ex cursions visiting sites of 
historic significance. I recall that W a sh­ 
ington lived in a house on C herry Street 
which in the day s of m y childhood w a s a 
blighted slum and the re w a s a house s o m e ­ 
w here which bore a m a r k e r that J a m e s 
Monroe had once lived there. 
I recall visiting M ark Twain, with a 
group from the Children's T heater, in his 
house on Ninth Street a n d Fifth Avenue 
and way up in the Bronx was the residence 
of E d ga r Allan Poe. I have 
l o o k e d for 
som e of these buildings in recent y ears, to 
revisit scenes of m y childhood but cannot 
find m a ny of them. 
Progress has ripped the m aw ay with the 
bang-bang of the ste a m 
shovel

world without m onum ents, only with s truc ­

Few monuments of America’s greatest 
period, the up-building period in the his­ 
tory of this country, have been preserved. 
Of course, there are an increasing number 
of m arkers but the original buildings and 
sites are preserved with difficulty and at 
great expense. The American Scenic and 
Historic Preservation Society is now en­ 
gaged in commemorating the two hun­ 
dredth anniversary of Alexander Hamilton 
by raising funds to restore his home. The 
Grange, which stood on what is now Kings- 
bridge Road in New York City.

Radiation Danger Aboard 


Atom Submarine Explained 


Exposure of Crew Kept To 


One-Fifteenth of Maximum 


Special to Central Press Association 
’A Mf I NG TON—The radiation dang. r aboasl tho nuclear- 
powered submarine Nautilus turns out on close examination 
to be a little more real than is sometimes represented. 
The statement 
has been made a number of times that a man 
could sleep in the Nautilus reactor room, as peacefully and as safely 
ss he could sleep anywhere else. The fact is, however, that despite 
thick lead shielding around the reactor a man sleeping there would 
get his weekly maximum dose of radiation in the 
first five hours. / 
If he slept a full night, he would have to ab­ 
stain from exposing himself to radiation for about 
two weeks to stay within the limits, and if he 
slept there every night he would be flirting with 
trouble. 
The more exact situation is that the Nautilus 
is perfectly safe from a radiation standpoint as 
long as certain procedures are observed. There 
is seldom any occasion for a man to be in the 
reactor room for more than a few minutes, or an 
hour or two at most. About half of the 100-man 
crew have never entered it at all. 
In this way the most radiation to which any 
man is exposed is kept to about one-fifteenth 
Because sea water protects them from cosmic ra­ 
diation when submerged, some of the Nautilus crew members get 
less radiation than they would in ordinary civilian life.
